MR. DENMAN DENIES 
THE C. N. R. STORY

Answers Mr. Sullivan’s Statement by Giving Dates 
and Details of Shipments That Were Delayed 
and Naming Days on Which Cars Were Request: 
ed and Could Not be Furnished---Was Refused 
Early Morning Information on the Very Day of 
Which Letter Was Written---Claims District Loses 


by C. NR. Incapacity 


Edmonton, Jan. 17, 1907. 

Mr. Editor:—I am not anxious to conduct a newspaper controversy, 
but the statements of Mr. Sullivan in Wednesday’s issue are 60 misleading 
and far from the facts that I cannot allow them to pass without eontradio- 
tion. ‘ 

The sufferings of the people to the east were s0 acute that the Guv- 
ernment was appealed to for relief and the announcement made that 
railways would give preference to coal. How far has this been carried 
out, and what special efforts have been made by the railways from Bd 
monton to hurry fuel to the distressed people? The latter part of December 
we were asked by the secretary uf the trustee board at Hague to forward 
coal there as quickly as possible; up to that time no coal had been *e 
ceived at that town and the people were very anxious as their school 
could not be opened unless fuel were received. On Dec. 27th we shipped 
them two cars and yesterday were very much surprised to learn from 
them that the coal had not yet arrived; that no trace of it could be found 
either there or at Warman and urging us to use every means to have it 
traced and hurried on. This is only one instance of many on record to 
show how faithful the C. N. R. has been in carrying out their promise of 
relief. ’ 

On Dec. 29th I went on the mixed train to Vermilion drawn by @ small 
engine without a pilot. We reveled our destination about three houre 
late with one loaded freight car, wey freight, baggage and passenger. We 
crossed the westbound passenger train a few stations this side #0 the track 
was clear for them. Th’s was all their measly engine would draw and until 
the last few days they have not had an equipment on this part of their 


line to keep the road open and move freight. ; 

Now does this look as if the C. N. R. has made any special efforts 
to move coal down their line and relieve the suffering of the people. If 
they were sincere why do they not place one of theif heavy engines here 
for that purpose and have a flanger ¢nd snow plough to keep the treck 
in order and not have cars of coal strung on almost every siding along 
their line. There have been several days within the past month on which 
no freight at all has been moved out of Edmonton to the east. 

Mr. Sullivan’s enumeration of the number of cars shipped in De- 
cember only exposes the# inadequacy to move freight. At the beginning 
of the last week of December I applied for 12 cars for the week, 2 daily, 
and they only gave me two cars altogether and one of these a cattle cat 
which we went to the expense ofboarding up before we could load. 
When at Vermilion, Saturday, Dec. 22nd, I wired Mr Sullivan to spot 9 
cars for me the following Monday, and on my return to the city was sur- 
prised to find that they had not one for me It was late on in the day 
when they pulled a C. P. R. car ‘ron the lower yards and sad 1 mig!t 
have that. 

They were fitting out ballast cars at the rate of five per day for coal 
cars and sending these down the C. P. R. empty. As we had many urg- 
ent appeals for coal down the line I asked the permission to load some 
of these, even for Calgary, the divis »onal point, where the cars would 
have to be transferred, but was refused point blank, so these cars were 
sent daily over the line empty while the people on that route were urg- 
ently appealing for coal and the rail way company telling us they had not 
cars. For nearly a week I requested the C. N. R. to spot a car for me on 
the siding of the flat to go south over the C. P. R., but never got it. 
Finally I secured one from the C. P. RB. at Strathcona and loaded there. 

Another great inconvenience to the shippers is their system by which 
the shippers never know until about 10 ov |! o'clock in the day whether 
they ate going to get a car or not. I hav ‘requently ‘phoned the freight 
office between 8 and 9 o’clock, but the central would answer back, ‘‘No one 
there,” and on further enquiry would be informed that the office was not 
opened unt‘l 9 o’clock, and when I have gone personally at that hour 
would be informed that the report of the empties available had not been 
brought into the office yet, and I would have to wait. Even this morn- 
ing, after Mr. Bullivan’s stating in the paper yesterday that we could 
know at 7 o'clock, I ‘phoned as usual and got no reply until after 9 o'clock 
and was then informed that they could not tel! me for a little while, 
that the cheoker .was down in the yards checking off the cars and could 
let me know as soon as he came back. Now when these are the facts, 
what is the use of Mr. Sullivan stating in yesterday's paper that the man 
was on the ground each morning at 7 o'clock for the purpose of alloting 
cars, He mentions that I had advised him s few days ago that our 
company had all they could do to supply the city trade. I was refer- 
ring to the second week in January, when twelve Russian miners were 
off for three days to celebrate their New Year's, which reduced our 
supply to nearly one half. 

This is like a drowning man «clutching at a straw when he mentions 
that point. We could have shipped more than double the quantAy we 
have if the C. N. R. had furnished us with cars and then seeing that the 
cars were carried to their destiasti 1 and not strung slong the way. 

We put on an extra number of miners and increased our output but 
had to reduce it for that reason and even then our night shifts had to 
cease more than once, because the chutes were full, end we know the 
same applies to some of the other companies for we permitted one of 
them to store 70 tons in our sheds when they had not cares to put it 
in and even this morning after the teamsters’ strike of yesterday, when 
we had a car partly loaded ani another allotted to us, the Universal 
Coal Company ‘phoned us over io let them load our empty caf as they 
could not get any this morning 

Now, how <o these facta compare with the statement of Mr. Suillvan’s 
letter of yesterday? We know that there has been some severe weather 
for the railw to voutent with during the past month, but we as ship- 
pers are not going to stand under false representations to shield the 
railway companies from the just $n dignation of the public when the fault 
is not ours and if they are rousing themselves now it is due to the pub- 
licity of the state of affairs given by the public press and there is no use 
of Mr. Sullivan or any of the other reilway officials trying to run 6 
smoothing ‘ron over the facts fos the public are & discerning people and 
cannot be blindfolded that way.

Upon the ©.P.R. car order book of 
Grand Coulee being nroduce] w'tne-s 
Odjected to elovator men blocking ths 
book by pulting down the names of 
fictitious applicants for cars.

@howed that the operator of the Glenn 
@levator had on September 1 lest placed 
@ome twenty names on th? book. The 
levator had had no authority to act 
tor the men whose names appeared on 
the book and at that date no thresh- 
ing had been done. By this action the 
Care were blocked for the new crop 
before threshing had commencei. He 
did not th'nk the car order book should 
ve started before farmers were ready 
to load wheat and he did not cons'd- 
er that the act was clear enough on 
that point.

HON W. R, MOTHERWELL

Another Fire in Montreal
